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During the same, period, one train of 20 cars, carrying prisoners 
of war from Insterburg, and one train of 10 cars with horses 
passed through Ktlstrin-Kletz and proceeded to the west. In 
addition, 96 allegedly empty trains returned from Russia and 
passed through Rhstrin-Kietz on their way to Germany.
